EMPLOYMENT FOR ADODI-. 
TIONAL HANDS. 
A new department has been added to the 
Ford Works in Cork, and employment: has 
provided for seventy-five additional 
nds, men and women. Up to the present, 
touring cars and two seaters were the only 
passenger cars built in the. factory. Now 
the manufacture of closed cars has been un- 
deriaken, and the building of all types is 
carried on. The rough steel panels, which are 
not made in Jreland, are still imported, but, 
outside these, all the work is done locally. 

Fifty of the newly employed men are en- 
gaged in the building of these bodies, and 
the others, men and women, find employment 
at the upholstering and other work in this 
department. Every man has his own definite 
portion of the work to do, and outside this 
he does not go.

e modern cities were unheard of. The 
poeantee of the town of Galway in 1851 was 

146, and it had 5,213 bouses. In the fol. 
ow ing fifty years that population had fallen 
to 16,257, or more than half, while the 
number of houses had decreased by 2,141. 
is as there ever, in census figures, such a 
story of decrepitude and decay? The main 
causes of Galway's decline were, as in most 
other cases, purely economic.  - 
. in the ‘sixties Galway had an iron foundry ; 
it had brass and copper works and several 
nail-makers, of whom but one survived to-day 
It manufactured its own boots and shoes and 
its Own soap and candles. 

A pms & clog factory, a bag factory and a 
jute-spinning works, an iodine factory, three 
brush factories, a dozen flour and meal mills 
tanyards, coopers, cabinet-makers, paper 
mills, several sawmills, with their saw-pits 
and lath-splitters; also it had cork and cap- 
makers and three or four hat factories. It 
made saddles, and had a great fishing in- 
dustry, with its auxiliary industries of ‘boat- 
building, sail and net making. 

_ Within the memory of its oldest inhabitants 
it possessed two hundred hand-loom linen 
weavers, with their complement of spinners, 
hacklers, etc. It had several breweries and 
distilleries. 

To-day Galway had no brewery, and the 
location of such distilleries as existed was 
eagerly sought by the Civic Guard. 

EMIGRATION AND DECAY. 
_ In 1911, when the population had touched 
its lowest point and had décreased to 13,255, 
scarcely any of these industries had survived. 
Emigration, following upon the famine, had 
decimated the country round about; but mass 
Feasta, publicity, and speedy transit 
acilities from elsewhere sounded the death- 
knell of the skilled hand-worker, and resulted 
in} the decay of Galway’s industries and in 
the wholesale departure of its citizens. 

The very causes of this decay would supply 
the pivotal points from which a departure 
must be made for its revival. The future of 
Galway lay upon the sea, and upon its being 
made a centre of distribution for the West. 
They looked to the Shannon scheme for help 
in the revival of small industries. 

FACING THE FACTS. 

But there were signs of improvement. Its 
citizens determinedly faved the facts. In 
Galway a few years ago material forces were 
divided. Men got on not because of local 
co-operation, re good-will, but in spite of it. 
They had established a Chamber of Commerce 
which included every professional man, every 
business man, great and small, who was 
willing to strive for the welfare of his town. 

It was in the spirit in which that little 
Chamber was founded that the seed of all 
Galway’s hopes in the future lay. Jt had 
already eliminated business jealonsies as dis- 
honourable and mean, and it brought an end 
te dishonest bankruptcies. 

Since then many useful projects had heen 
taken in hand. They had taken active steps 
to develop the tourist traffic, and had 
established an omnibus service which tourists 
would appreciate. . They had provided fine 
golf links, and had made a promenade on the 
seaside to Salthill. They were starting a fire 
brigade, and they had reduced the urban 
rates. In two short years they had done 
much, and their next step would be to re- 
build the old docks and to improve the 
harbour, so as to admit jof the entry of the 
largest ships. 

Mr. Kenny ended by paving a tribute to 
Mr. Keogh and Mr Elliott, of the Great 
Western Railways, for their help in the 
development of the tourist traffic.

Mr. H. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, in 
opening the proceedings, said that on the 2nd 
September the two prisoners were in the 
employment of the Ministry of Labour and 
Were engaged in the Shankill road Labour 
Exchange. The facts, which will be proved 
in evidence, will disclose a remarkable story 
of an alleged “ hold-up” by a gang of men 
working from outside. The Crown alleged 
that the prisoners" statements were a fabrica- 
tion from beginning to end, and that the 
whole thing was planned by the accused and 
their confederates. 

SOAPING A WINDOW. 

John Henry Kelly, 5 Jersey street, a 
temporary clerk in the Shankill road Labour 
Exchange, said that on the morning of the 
2nd September, about twenty minutes past 
nine, he left the ground floor of the premises 
and went upstairs to the room behind the pay 
office. It was a room where the public were 
admitted to receive unemployment benefit. 
There was a glass pane between the pay 
office and the public office. It was a sliding 
window. He saw the prisoner Hoey in the 
act of rubbing something on the glass pane 
of the window. The witness, on seeing that, 
went forward and saw that Hoey was rubbing 
the window with a piece of soap. | 

Mr. Mussen—Can you say what sort of 
soap it was’—It appeared to be something 
after the style of carbolic. 

Is it a fact that he was doing this when 
you entered the room?—He was in the act 
when I entered. 

Did you remark anything to him’?—I did; 
I remarked in a jocular way that the official 
window-cleaner was round yesterday, and 
that I hoped he was not trying to do him out 
of a job. i 

Did he make a reply to that’—He did. 

What was his reply —I could not say the 
exact words, but the cit was that he was 
cleaning the window. 

Witness, continuing, said he looked through 
the window that had been soaped at a 
distance of five yards. The figures inside 
were blurfed, and he was unable to dis- 
tinguish them. He afterwards went quite 
close to the glass, and Gould then see quite 
distinctly and identify the persons who were 
inside,

THE POLICE CALLED. 

John O'Flaherty, 3 Cliftonville avenue, who 
is now inspector in the Ministry of Labour, 
said that on the: 2nd September he was 
manager of the Shankill Road Labour Ex- 
change. The prisoner Hoey was authorising 
officer and pay clerk at the exchange and 
Wasson was ‘‘ sheeting” clerk and clerk of 
stores. As sheeting clerk he would be in the 
same office as the pay clerk at times. Hoey’s 
work was to pay those entitled to benefit as 
they came to the pay window. Wasson’s duty 
was to enter on a sheet or schedule the pay- 
ments that were made by Hoey. 

Un ihe morning of the 2nd September the 
witness brought £2,000 from the Northern 
Rank, Crumlin road, to the exchange. Hoey 
was in the office when the witness arrived 
at about 9.25, and Wasson was with him. 
The witness handed £550 to Hoey. It con- 
sisted of £200 in single £1 notes, £200 in 10s. 
Treasury notes, and £150 in silver. The 
notes were in bundles and the silver was in 
a canvas bag. Hoey signed for the money. 

Hoey and Wasson leit the witness’s office 
with the money at about 9.30. Five minutes 
afterwards Wasson came to the witness's 
office and said that the money had been 
taken. The witness went to the door of the 
pay office and saw Hoey.

WINE IN DAIRY SHOPS. 


WHOLESALE TRADE DONE IN 
DUBLIN. i 

During the hearing in the Dublin District 
Court yesterday of a summons against 
Anthony Deverall, Highfield Stores, Rathgar, 
for selling methylated spirits without making 
an entry of the sale giving particulars of the 
person to whom he sold the spirits, 

District Justice Collins said that his atten- 
tion had been drawn to a wholesale trade 
done in the wine business by certain traders 
after the public-houses were closed. He had 
been told that wine could be purchased in 
dairy and other business houses. 

Mr. Davis, solicitor, who prosecuted in the 
case, said that a number of dairy shops were 
licensed for the sale of wine, but there 
was a provision in the Act that it must be 
kept in a separate apartment, and could not 
be sold during prohibited hours. 

The Justice repeated that he had been in- 
formed that a regular business was: being 
carried on after the public-houses were closed. 
If that were so, he said, it is an appalling 
state of affairs and should be stopped. 

Mr. Davis added that it was mostly dairy 
shops that sold wine. 

Giving evidence as to the sale of the 
methylated spirit, Station-‘Sergeant Doddy 
said that while the police at Chancery lane 
Station were investigating a charge against 
a man named -O’Connor, who had been 
brought to the station and charged with lar- 
ceny and illegal possession of certain articles, 
O’Connor drew from his pocket a bottle of 
methylated spirits and drank somé of it. ‘The 
label on the bottle showed that it purported 
to be sold by the Highfield Stores. There 
was no entry in the books at the store of the 
sale to O’Connor, but there was an entry of 
the sale of methylated spirits to a woman 
who \sent O'Connor for the spirits. 

The Justice said that if the woman sent 
O’Connor for the spirit she could not pre- 
vent him from drinking it.

In the atmosphere at the Gaiety Theatre, 
last night, there was a pleasant 
homely touch—the feeling experienced when 
old friends renew acquaintance.

BUILDING OPERATIONS WELL 
FORWARD. 

It is hoped that the Waterford Dressed 
Meat Factory will be opened. in time to 
handle pork for the second half of the Lon- 
don seasonal market. Excepting that some- 
thing unforeseen should occur, the factory 
will be working in January. 

An Trish Times representative visiting 
Christendom—the quaint name of the locality 
across the river Suir where the factory is 
situated—found that good progress has been 
made with the erection of the buildings, which 
now cover a considerable extent of ground. 
The factory is being erected to deal with 
50,000. pigs a year and there is also provision 
for the slaughter of cattle. In addition to 
the meat business there is to be cold storage 
for 150 tons of butter. 

Nearly all the killing and other machinery 
used in modern bacon preparation is now 
ready for fitting on the spot, and yesterday 
there was delivered the 126 horse-power 
engine which is to drive it. 

The Danish firm of contractors is using 
every expedition to get the factory ready for 
work while the market for pork holds good 
The foundation of the undertaking is the 
curing of bacon, but provision is made for 
turning on to the pork trade when that is the 
more remunerative,

CONTRACTORS SUMMONED IN 


BELFAST.

Having 
regard to the Sale of Milk ficken) Regula- 
tions, 1901, he was of opinion that the 
sample analysed contained 6.3 per cent. added 
water. 

Evidence was given by Mr. James Mahood, 
master of the workhouse, who said that he 
took samples, and had the milk analysed, 
with the result stated. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that this 
was the only complaint he had against the 
defendant in eighteen months. 

The defendant said that the can from which 
the sample was taken contained the milk of 
two newly-calved cows. 

Samuel Johnston, in his evidence, stated 
that he had not in any way tampered with 
the milk. 

Mr. Harper said that the Guardians in this 
case did not need to prove that the milk 
had been adulterated. It was enough to show 
that it was not of the quality defined in the 
contract. In that way it was different from 
& private sale.

COUNTY CORK LIBRARY 
SCHEME. 


A favourable report on the library scheme 
for the villages and towns in County Cork 
was submitted at a meeting of the Cork 
County Library Committee last Saturday 
by the County Librarian, who expressed con- 
fidence that they would be able to say soon 
that results had fully justified the Carnegie 
Trust’s expenditure on the County Cork ex- 
periment, Ex 

The Librarian was able to submit statistics 
for nine out of the Committee’s forty centres. 
Those nine centres, which included no town, 
represented 750 readers. ‘here were issued 
to them 675 volumes, and each volume was 
read, on an average, five times—35,258 issues. 
The distribution of books was as follows :— 
Religious works, 2; sociology, 42; natural 
science, 20; useful arts, 54; fine arts, 1; 
literature, 88; history and travel, 220; 
juvenile books, 469; adult fiction, 2,562— 
total, 3;258. 

“The proportion of non-fiction books to 
fiction,” the Librarian continued, “may be 
in part accounted for by my own dffidence 
in selecting such books for other students. 
However, the suggestions of local librarians 
are now helping me to strengthen this side 
of our work, and, perhaps, in the absence 
of their advice, caution may have been 
the better attitude.” 

‘The report was adepted on the motion of 
Mr. Harold Barry, who said that he con- 
sidered it most satisfactory. 

Mr. Sheehan, in seconding, said that it was 
remarkable, that West and North Cork were 
the parts of the county in which most in- 
terest was taken in the scheme. 

Mr. Barry said that they wanted more 
publicity.

Sprete injuria forme has caused Spain 
to give. notice of her withdrawal from the 
League of Nations. She refuses to admit 
that Germany’s title to a permanent seat 
on the Council was greater than her own. 
The withdrawal cannot become effective 
for two years, in which time many things 
may happen; but the Spanish notice has 
created some delicate problems for the 
League. Nine non-permanent seats on the 
Council must be filled during the 
Assembly’s present session at Geneva— 
three for three years, three for two years 
and three for one year—and Poland is the 
outstanding candidate for a three-year 
seat. Spain, if she had not resigned, 


“almost certainly would have been returned 


at the head of the list, and Poland might 
have obtained similar honours. Now, 
however, the rank and file of the Assembly 
is not eager to grant special favours to 
Poland, for whom the failure of her 
ambition would be a bitter disappoint- 
ment. Since the political conditions of such 
countries as Greece and China must be 
taken into account, the task of allotting the. 
nine seats will'not be easy. It is presumed 
that Belgium will be re-elected to a seat 
on the Council; a seat may be found for 
Finland; Rumania will take the place of 
Czecho-Slovakia, and Holland may be 
nominated instead of Sweden. Fortunately, : 
no minor difficulties that may arise can 
counterbalance the greatest achievement of 
the League’s present session and, indeed, 
of its whole career. The election of 
Germany to a permanent seat on the 
Council has made the League, for the first 
time, a real instrument of internation4l 
peace. 


Already the beneficent results of Ger- 
many's admission to the League are 
beginning to reveal themselves. An acree- 
ment has been reached between the German 
Government and the Inter-Allied Rhine- 
land High Commission for the improve- 
ment of the situation in the occupied 
territories. The agreement may smooth the 
way for that evacuation of the Rhineland 
on which Germany’s heart is set; and the 
Correspondent of The Times at Geneva 
says that French opinion there is ‘‘ fairly 
resigned in advance ” to the need of some 
concession. We may credit the League 
also with another important victory for 
Last week M. Poin- 
caré’s Cabinet announced 


the cause of peace. 
its decision to 
make substantial reductions in the strength 
of the French Army. These economies 
will result next year in a saving of at 
least four hundred millions of francs—a 
welcome relief to Frances depleted 
exchequer, but a relief which, even a year 
ago, her fear of German aggression would 
have ruled utterly out of court. The 
significance of France’s new temper is 
impressing itself deeply on the United 
States. Political leaders at Washington 
feel that the debt discussions will take an 
entirely new shape if the growing sense of 
international security in E2rope results 
in further reductions of armaments. To- 
day America’s wisest statesmen are half- 
converted to the view that the collection 


of her war debts must involve her in heavy 


losses of trade and good-will. Their con- 
version is likely to become complete as 
soon as economic pressure forces French, 
German ‘ahd, perhaps, British manu- 
facturers into formidable combinations of 
industry. Thus we can venture to believe 
that the shackles of the war debts are 
being broken at Geneva. 


If England, France and Germany had not 
linked themselves as prime guardians of 
Europe's peace, the Spanish dictatorship 
might not have condescended to pay 


lip-service to the principles of democracy.

saw the last stages of a 
plebiscite with which the Spanish Govern- 
ment has decided to test the nation’s con- 
fidence in the existing régime.

The cinema makes a peculiar appeal to 
Eastern peoples, and the new form of 
entertainment has become so popular in 
the Dependency that a native troupe of 
players has been formed for the purpose 
of producing purely Indian films, not only 
for domestic display, but for-export. In 
order to check the rapid’ spread of the 


American film in India a group of native 


princes has decided to provide money and 
sites for a chain of three hundred picture- 
houses throughout the country. They 
have offered to subscribe a sum of nearly 
£1,000,000 for this object, and are anxious 
to do everything in their power to 
promote native talent. The Aga Khan, 
as well as the Maharajahs of Alwar, 
Bikanir, Patiala, and Kashmir, is taking 
a lively interest in the project, the success 
of which is virtually assured by their 
enormous wealth. At present American 
films have a monopoly of the Indian 
market. British producers have been 
unable to break it; but, now that the 
princes are moving in the matter, Holly- 
wood will need to look to its laurels. 
An arrangement is being made whereby 
one Indian film will be shown in Britain 
in exchange for the display of six British 
films in India, and by this means the re- 
formers hope gradually to oust the Ameri- 
can productions. There is no doubt that 
American films are doing a great deal of 
harm in Eastern countries. They give 
natives a totally false idea of the morals 
and 
their influence in a country like India 
must be exceedingly bad. The new 
venture will be watched with interest by 
Anglo-Indians, whose efforts to maintain 
the tradition of the Sahib have been 
handicapped so seriously of late by the 
unhealthy ‘‘dramas’’ of America’s demi- 


monde. 


| The Bible’s Progress. 


The annual report of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society shows a remarkable 
increase in the distribution of Holy Writ 
throughout the world. Last year no 
fewer than 10,452,733 copies of the 
Scriptures were circulated in various 
parts of the globe—an increase of nearly 
2,000,000 copies as compared with the 
previous year. In the English language 
610,600 Bibles and 366,800 copies of the 
New Té@&tament were sold by the Society ; 
but, of course, the number printed in the 
home tongue is only a small proportion 
of the total sales. In China alone, despite

India 
took 842,000 copies, and Africa’s share 


was 317,000. The activities of the Society | 


are world-wide. Its publications 
been written in as many as 579 different 
forms of human speech. Naturally, the 
whole Bible is not translated into all 
these languages, many of which are local 
dialects; but the entire Scriptures have 
appeared now in 139 different tongues, 
and thus have been brought within reach 
of every group of people on the earth. 
Only one country remains closed to the 
Society’s endeavours. Russia has refused 
resolutely to allow the Bible to be sold 
within her frontiers. Nevertheless, last 
year two million copies were sold to 
Russian exiles; and there is no doubt that, 
if the Soviet would raise its 
ban, an enormous demand would follow. 
The Bible is the greatest civilising force 
known to man.

‘* BLACKBIRDS ” AT THE 
LONDON PAVILION. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

| LONDON, Monday. 

Mr. C. B. Cochran once again has success. 
‘* Blackbirds,’ the all-coloured revue, in 
which Miss Florence Mills appears at the 
London Pavilion, is extraordinarily interesting 
and likeable. Miss Mills is the bright and 
brilliant leader of this clever flock, and one 
is pleased to admit without hesitation that 
she is a great and versatile actress. She 
has personality and wonderful vitality, and 
in addition is a good singer and a fine dancer. 
She also possesses that rare and inestimable 
power of exhilarating her audience. I think 
the general unsophisticated and happy air of 
the performers has a great deal to do with 
the feeling of pleasure that gradually steals 
over the audience; the c«rtistes are one and 
all so unfeignedly delighted when any of 
their songs or dances are applauded. 

Some of the step dancing is remarkable. 
It is full of that quality known as ‘“ pep.” 
The coloured ‘‘ jazz’’ band which occupies 
the orchestra aids the performers by the zest 
with which it produces its weird and melo- 
dious tunes. 

Johnny Hudgins, the leading man, is an un- 
usual comedian. He is a genuine droll, ana 
dances and mimics: most. amusingly and with- 
out an unnecessary word.

“THE MAYOR OF CASTER- 
BRIDGE.”’ 

The adaptation of Mr. Hardy’s novels is 
exceptionally difficult, and the most accom- 
plished playwright attempting the task finds 
himself beset with almost insurmountable 
difficulties. 

The trouble with Mr. John Drinkwater’s 
dramatisation of ‘‘ The Mayor of Caster- 
bridge” (which is being played at Barnes) 
is that he has endeavoured to use too much 
of the actual text of Mr. Hardy’s novel. He 
has not only copied out the existing dialogue 
—with no attempt to revise it to suit the 
exigency of a play—but hejhas tried to in- 
clude every incident, with the result that the 
main story. is obscured. 

There is no space to detail the many hap- 
penings in the life of Henchard, the Mayor of 
Casterbridge, who rises from poverty and 
drunkenness to respectability and honour, but 
when his prosperity is at its height he is re- 
quired to make retribution for a crime com- 
mitted in his earlier and irresponsible days. 

There is any amount of strong drama in 
the novel, which could have been made into 
a powerful and stirring play if the pruning 
knife had been used with courage and skill. 

Mr. Hardy’s many admirers, however, will 
doubtless be glad of the opportunity of seeing 
the play, as some of the essential beauty re- 
mains, and a little of the novelist’s lofty 
spirit filters through the fragmentary episodes. 

It was as well acted as the seventeen short 
scenes permitted. Mr. Lyn Harding’s per- 
formance as the self-willed, masterful Mayor 
was a little theatrical at times, bt was on 
the whole both strong and effective. Other 
notable performances came from Miss 
Christine Silver, Miss Moyna MacGill, Miss 
Louise Prussing, Mr. Milton Rosmer, and Mr. 
Colin Keith Johnston.

Str.—Can the Irish Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds do nothing to prevent the 
trapping of goldfinches, bullfinches, linnets 
and other charming little birds? L nless they 
act soon the country will bé: completely 
denuded of goldfinches, at any rate, here js 
not a town in Ireland—hardly. even a vi'lage— 
which does not harbour professional bird- 
catchers in greater or less numbers. There 1s 
no more familiar sight on our country roads 
than those men setting out with their decoy 
birds, bird-lime and nets, or returning with 
freshly caught, terrified, wee song-birds. 

Some of these are then sold lotally or sent 
to the larger Irish towns to pass the rest of 
their miserable existence in tiny cages, where 
they can never again expand their wings. 
The majority are exvorted to England in 
narrow, flat boxes, with perforated air-holes, 
and the mortality en rovte is often very high. 
The once numerous flocks of goldfinches are 
fast disappearing, and those that remain are 
continually harried. : 

Surely we should preserve the small birds 
that we have, especially as Ireland, owing to 
its western situation, attracts far fewer 
species than England. The cruelty of trapping 
and then housing them in ill-kept, unsuitable 
cages is beyond all question.—Yours, etc.,

FORGED ADVICE NOTES 
FROM DUBLIN,

£1,400 OBTAINED.

The Liverpool branch of the National Bank 
has been defrauded of £850 by a forger, who 
went’ on to the Manchester branch and 
secured another £600 on the same afternoon. 

The man’s method was a simple one. The 
two branches received advice notes purportiug 
to come from the Pembroke branch, Dublin, 
instructing payment on a cheque signed by 

John Hall.’’ These notes bore such clever 
forgeries of the Dublin manager’s signature 
that two detectives, when confronted with 
four specimen signatures, including the forged 
one, both picked out. the forged ones as 
genuine signatures. The advice notes also 
bore the recipient's own specimen signature. 
Having thus prepared the way, the man 
presented his cheque for £850 over the 
counter at the Water street branch, Liver- 
pool, and as 1 was apparently in order the 
money, was paid. Evidently the man took 
the next train for Manchester, because he 
repeated his fraud at the Manchestér branch 
three hours later. 

It is believed that two men were involved 
n the ftaud, although only one cashed the 
cheques, because the handwriting in which 
the advice notes were made out is different 
to that of the specimen “John Hall ” signa- 
ture, and the forged signature of the bank 
manager, 

Police enquiries into the impostures are 
heing actively pursued in Manchester. 

A leading Manchester City police official 
said yesterday that in his wide experience he 
had never encountered similar methods of 
defrauding banks. The Manchester branch 
was defrauded of between £600 and £800. 
No account stands in the name of “ John 
Hall” at the Dublin branch.

The original scheme for the election of 
non-permanent members of the Council has 
been somewhat modified. Thus, in the event 
of the resignation of any member, there 
is to be a by-election, while re-eligibility 
will be decided separately by secret ballot. 

Any member may ask for re-eligibility 
and may submit his request direct to the 
Assembly without discussion. The elec- 
tions to the nine non-permanent seats will 
take place to-morrow, while the Business 
Committee of the Assembly. will decide 
upon the procedure to be followed in fixing 
the number of years of a country’s tenure 
of office—t.ec.; three years, two years, or one 
year.

It is pointed out, with emphasis, that 
in over forty constituencies there is no 
“straight ’’ Liberal candidate, and no 
prospect of Mr. Mackenzie King having a 
majority independent of the Progressives. 
Whether this is sound reasoning or not, 
all the indications favour the Conservative 
candidates in Ontario, the three Atlantic 
provinces, and British Columbia. 
It is believed also that the Conservatives 
will take from eight to ten seats in 
Quebec. There is no apparent change in 
the trend of feeling in the Western 
provinces. 
If the fusion of Liberals and Pro- 
gressives in Manitoba brings the results 
expected by the opposition, the result 
may still be indecisive, but even if the 
Conservatives should sustain losses in 
Manitoba; it is probable that Mr. Meighen 
will still have the largest group, and 
continue in office, " 
It is believed, notwithstanding the bitter 
personal attack to which he has been sub- 
jected, that Mr. Stevens will carry Van- 
couver centre. It is now expected that two 
Conservatives will be returned for Ottawa. 
Mr. Meighen is also thought to be secure 
in his own constituency of Portage La 
Prairie.

PROSPECTS OF THE 
PARTIES REVIEWED.

There is still a fear that the election which 
takes place to-day may not break the dead- 
lock at Ottawa. It is not certain that the 
practical fusion between Liberals and _ Pro- 
zressives in Saskatchewan and Manitoba will 
greatly alter the balance of parties in Parlia- 
ment. In Saskatchewan, the Conservatives 
have nothing to lose; in Manitoba they seem 
certain to carry a fair number of the con- 
stituencies. n Alberta fusion has been 
rejected by the United Farmers, who are 
expected to hold twotthirds. of the seats. 

here is no assurance, however, that all 
Progressives elected in Alberta will vote to 
dislodge the Meighen Government. They will 
be an uncertain group, and they have definite 
political differences with the other two 
prairie provinces. More and more the pro- 
ducts of Alberta seek their outlet at Van- 
couver, and this tends to economic, if not 
to political, co-operation with British 
Columbia. 

THE HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 

For example, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
are substantially united in the demand for the 
construction of the Hudson Bay railway, 
while Alberta and British Columbia are in- 
different or opposed. The watchword of the 
Conservative candidate in a Saskatchewan 
constituency is: ‘‘ Elect McMillan and ensure 
the construction of the Hudson Bay railway.” 
That of a Conservative candidate in Alberta 
is: “Peace River outlet first; Hudson Bay 
last.” 

It, is not, easy to determine whether the 
“ Constitutional issue” will prove of 
greater advantage to the Government, or the 
Opposition. There is great and general con- 
fidence in Lord Byng’s impartiality and 
integrity. 

LORD BYNG’S ACTION. 

This became clear to. the Liberal leaders in 
the first days of the campaign. For the most 
part Mr. Meighen has ignored the issue, 
while Mr. King has been cautious in his 
references to the Governor-General. The ex- 
treme autonomists have steadily maintained 
that Lord Byng’s action in refusing to dissolve 
Parliament at Mr. King’s request was arbi- 
trary, unconstitutional, and in denial of tie 
national status of the ,Dominion, but not 
many people have beconje excited, nor is it 
the question in which public meetings have 
been most interested. ‘ 

The ‘‘Cnetoms scandal’’ has not been well 
handled by Conservatives, although Mr. 
Meighen himself has not gone beyond fair 
statement and legitimate argument. Some: of 
his candidates, however, have been extreme 
in abuse and insinuation. 

One Conservative candidate was foolish 
enough to declare that a particular Customs 
office was “a bawdy house,” and. naturally 
enough there was an energetic protest by 
the women of the Civil Service at Ottawa 
and ‘general irritation among the employés 
of the Government. 

There was some fear among Conservatives 
that this ‘‘indiscretion’’ might give to the 
Liberals the two Ottawa seats which in the 
last election were carried by Conservative 
candidates by substantial majorities. 


TCURIST SEIZED BY 
BANDITS. 


AMERICAN’S MOTOR CAR 


ATTACKED. 
MEXICO CITY, Monday. 

Mr. Jacob Rosenthal, a retired New 
York City merchant, who came to Mexico 
as a tourist, is being held prisoner by 
bandits, who attacked his motor car party 
forty miles f »m Mexico City late yester- 
day afternoon. 

Federal soldiers are pursuing the 
bandits, and the American Embassy here 
is investigating the occurrence. 

The party, which included three other 
Americans, was returning, about 5 p.m., from 
Cuermavaca, a nearby seaside resort, when 
some men sprang from the side of the road 
with levelled rifles and ordered them all to 
get out of the car. 

The bandits took their money and jewels, 
and then pointed to Mr. Rosenthal, mutter- 
ing, “ That's the man we want.” They then 
grabbed him and hustled him towards some 
woods,. When the other Americans tried to 
follow they were threatened with death, and 
the bandits disappeared into the woods. 

Strangely enough there has been no demand 
for ransom, and the authorities are puzzled 
why Mr. Rosenthal, an elderly man, should 
have been selected as a prisoner.—(Reute- ,

RAILWAY’S REPLY TO THE 'BUS. 

Interviewed by an /rish Times representa- 
tive yesterday, Mr. J. B. Stephens, General 
Manager of the Great Northern Railway 
Company, said that the reduced fares to 
Cavan announced on the railway were the 
company’s answer to the “bus service which 
has been put on. ‘‘ There has been a very 
serious falling off in passenger traffic as a 
result of these ‘hus services.

SUGGESTED ’BUS SERVICES. 

A discussion on the question of railway 
fares on the Great Northern Railway and the 
effect of competition by *buses took place at 
a meeting of Monaghan County Board of 
Health yesterday, Mr. Edward Kelly pre- 
siding. : 

The discussion arose out a statement by 
Senator Toal on the question of the transfer 
of offices recently decided upon by the Great 
Northern Railway Company. 

Senator Toal said that he had had a con- 
versation with the General Manager of the 
railway, and had pointed out to him that 
there was a strong public feeling on the 
question, and appealed to him not to make 
any radical changes in the managemere, par- 
Micularly in the direction of greater centralisa- 
tion in Belfast. The General Manager 
assured him that such changes as were being 
made were undertaken in the interests of 
economy only. , He (Mr. Toal) pointed out 
that it was a serious step to remove the office 
of Supreintendent of the Line from the Free 
State to Belfast, and that this should be re- 
considered. He also pointed out that he 
thought it was not right that the engineer's 
department should be transferred from Dun- 
dalk, and impressed on him the fact that 
Clones and Dundalk were most convenient 
centres. : 

Senator Toal was proceeding to refer to 
the fact that, whereas excursion tickets to 
Belfast were being issued daily from 
Monaghan, it was only on Thursdays that 
cheap tickets were issued to Dublin, when 

Colonel Madden, on a point of order, said 
that Senator Toal was entering into the 
whole question of the management of the 
Great Northern Railway. 

Senator Toal—They will have to do some- 
thing in the matter or they will be forced 
to do so. 

The Chairman called attention to a notice 
in the papers that day intimating a reduction 
in rail fares from Cavan to Dublin. ‘The 
fare had betn reduced to 10s. If Monaghan 
and other neighbouring towns followed the 
example of Cavan and started a 'bus service, 
the railway fare would quickly be reduced. 
They: had done everything possible to further 
the welfare of the Great Northern Railway, 
but they had to safeguard the interests of 
the public. 3 

Senator ‘l'oal—The Great Northern Railway 
should give some consideration to Monaghan 
and Clones before a "bus service is started. 

The Chairman—-A public meeting has been 
called at Carrickmacross to consider the ques- 
tion of inaugurating a 'bus service to link up 
with the Cavan-Dublin service at Ardee. 

Senator Toal observed that Monaghan 
would henefit when a “bus service was 
‘started. Proceeding; he said that they were 
all friendly towards the Great Northern 
Railway. He asked Colonel Madden to 
bear in. mind that there was a strong feeling 
in the country that an attempt was being 
made to centralise all the offices in Belfast.

Professor O'Sullivan said that while Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of Finance 
the matter of the flooding of the River Brick 
and its tributaries had engaged his more or 
less constant attention. The flooding he knew 
to be particularily bad, but it had been found 
extremely difficult to devise a scheme whereby 
the tide could successfully’ be kept back. 
Undoubtedly a great dealt of damage was 
being caused by the flooding.

The Government 
was willing to make a free grant towards 
the drainage of the Brick; but a great por- 
tion of the cost of the undertaking would 
have to be borne by the people whose lands 
it was proposed to protect. He promised 
however, that the river would be one of the 
first inspected under the new Act.. After that 
inspection had been made, and.the engineer’ 
report received, a valuation of the 
land would be made, and 
he expected that a valuer would 
be sent down by the Land Commission within 
the next few weeks. Towards the cost of 
this particular scheme the State was prepared 
to make a free grant of from 20 to 2£ 
per cent. of the total cost, while the balance 


| would be advanced as a loan, given on a long 


term, in order to make the cost of the people 
possible.

The cruiser Hawkins, the flagship of the 
British Fleet in Chinese waters, has landed 
a detachment of Marines at Hankow for the 
purpose of prevénting damage to British in- 
terests, as the result of the wave of anti- 
British sentiment that is sweeping the 
Yangtse Valley, following the Wanhsien in- 
cident, and the occupation of Hankow by the 
Cantonese Reds. 

All British nationals located in Chung- 
king, Ichang, Wanhsien, and other upper 
Yangtse ports are being removed. It is also 
reported that British Consuls are issuing 
secret instructions that women of British 
nationality in Szechwan Province are to be 
removed to places of safety. | 

There is -also considerable anti-Japanese - 
sentiment in the Yangtse Valley, although it 
is not as serious as the resentment against 
the British. ! 

Japan is strengthening her naval craft in 
the Yangtse area, and is despatching Rear- 
Admiral Araki’ to take command. British 
organisations and residents in China are 
actively demanding foreign intervention, but 
they admit the futility of such a move without 
Japanese American co-operation. 

Whether Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, com- 
mander of the five Lower Yangtse provinces, 
will be able to prevent the Cantonese advance 
jn the direction of Shanghai is still uncertain, 
owing to the superiority of the Cantonese 
Army in the Hankow district and their pos- 
session of the Hanyang Arsenal.

AMERICAN SHIPS ATTACKED. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

A message confirming the report that the 
United States destroyers, Stewart and Popo, 
had been fired on in Chinese waters on Sep- 
tember 5, and adding that the United States 
steamer, Dling, had been bombarded the day 
before, was received last night from the Navy 
Department. A despatch sent by Admiral 
Clarence Williams, Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Asiatic Fleet, stated that 
two men on board the destroyers received sur- 
face wounds, and that the vessels were struck 
several times. The firing against the [ling 
on the previous day was described as heavy, 
and occurred five miles below Hankow. 

A later telegram from Admiral Williams, 
dated September 10, said that the United 
States vessels had returned the ftre of uniden- 
tified forces in Hanyang. No casualties wero 
reported, The names of these vessels which 
replied, after.hawing been heavily bombarded 
with rifle and artillery fire, were given as the 
United States gunboat Palos, ihe destroyer 
Stewart, and the minesweeper Pizeon, of the 
Yangtse patrol, “This is the first time since 
the recent outbreaks near Hankow that 
United States “warShips“are reported to have | 
been fired on.—(Reuter.)

ATTEMPT TO EXTINGUISH THE FLAME. 

Mr. Power—You took your cap to put out 
this film?

I 
have been trained as a fireman in the 
Aldershot Command, and know the use of 
manual appliances and blankets. 

Before you reached the film —~—? Some- 
body struck it with his cap, and spread the 
flames into the others. 

Describing what followed, the witness said 
that the people made a stampede for the 
door. He gathered the film from the table, 
and was shoved out of the door and down- 
stairs by the crowd.

I have 
the greatest confidence that you will deal 
justly with a poor man like Forde, who is 
entirely ignorant and blameless of the whole 
thing. Hoe left the whole thing in Downey's 
hands, The performance went off all right on 
the first night. You have four entertainments 
previous to that, and the sergeant tells you 
that he did not even ask those men to take 
the precautions that he asked Forde to take. 
One would think that he would have done so, 
Is thére any reason to think that a poor man 
like Forde, inexperienced as he is, would have 
known that things were not. right? 

HEROIC ACTS. m“. | 

“ Forde instructs. me to: say that he ex- 
presses réal and deep sympathy and sorrow at 
the terrible horror and catastrophe that 
happened that night. He is in an awful way 
at the whole thing. But here is one 
thing I am glad to say. J am glad 
to see & silver lining to the cloud in so 
many acts of heroism that occurred that night. 
Ii would thrill you to see one man in this 
town who rescued his wife and then went into 
that burning furnace to rescue his mother-in- 
law. Would it not make you proud to be 
one of the people of Drumeollogher? -That is 
not an isolated act: it is one of several great 
acts of heroism. That is why I ask you to 
deal justly with Forde, whose hand has been 
burned, whose face has been burned. He 
could do nothing to save the situation. In 
the crush he was flung..cut and could not 
get back again. ;

After the first film had been shown he had 
to get another one. He found that the film, 
instead of being in proper order, “had got 
mixed up, and it had to be taken out to see 
if he had got the right one.

MUSSOLINI REPLIES TO M. BRIAND., 
From REUTER 83 CORRESPONDENT.

MARINES LANDED. 


PROTECTION OF BRITISH 
SUBJECTS. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Monday. 

The cruiser Hawkins, the flagship of the 
British Fleet in Chinese waters, has landed 
a detachment of Marines at Hankow for the 
purpose of preventing damage to British in- 
terests, as the result of the wave of anti- 
British sentiment that is sweeping the 
Yangtse Valley, following the Wanhsien in- 
cident, and the occupation of Hankow by tbe 
Cantonese Reds. os 

All British nationals located in Chung- 
king, Ichang, sien, and other upper 
Yangtse ports are being removed. It is also 
repor that British Consuls are us 
secret instructions that women of British 
nationality in Szechwan Province are to be 
' removed to places of safety. 

There ig -also considerable anti-Japanese 
sentiment in the Yangtse Valley, although it 
is not as serious as the resentment against 
the British. : 

Japan is strengthening her naval craft in 
the Yangtse area, and is despatching Rear- 
Admiral Araki’ to take command. British 
organisations and residents in China are 
actively demanding foreign intervention, but 
they admit the futility of such a move without 
Japanese and American co-operation. 

Vhether Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, com- 
mander of the five Lower Yangtse provinces, 

ill be able to prevent the Cantonese advance 
in the direction of Shanghai is still uncertain, 
owing to the superiority of the Cantonese 
Army ih the Hankow district and their pos- 
session of the Hanyang Arsenal.

ACTION OF CANTON GOVERN-

HONG KONG, Monday. 
It. is unofficially reported from Canton that 
the Government has undertaken to protect 
the British wharves there and to patrol the 
river to prevent breaches of the peace. Under- 
standing that this means preventing pickets 
from interfering with shipping, the British 
authorities here have ordered the gunboats to 
withdraw, but they reserve the right to 
resume liberty of action in the event of the 
Chinese undertaking not being fulfilled or in 
the event of the settlement of negotiations 
not being resumed in a reasonable time.—(Per 
Press Association, copyright.) 


AMERICAN SHIPS ATTACKED. 
| WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

A message confirming the report that the 
United States destroyers, Stewart and Popo, 
had been fired on in Chinese waters on Sep- 
tember 5, and ageing that the United States 
steamer, Tling, had been bombarded the day 
before, was received last night from the Navy 
Department. A despatch sent by Admiral 
Clarence Williams, Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Asiatic Fleet, stated that 
two men on board the destroyers received sur- 
face wounds, and that the vessels were struck 
several times. The firing against the Iling 
on the previous day was described as heavy, 
and occurred five miles below Hankow. 

A later telegram from Admiral Williams, 
dated September 10, said that the United 
States vessels had returned the ftre of uniden- 
tified forces in Hanyang. No casualties wero 
reported, “The names of these vessels which 
replied, after-hawing been heavily bombarded 
with rifle and artillery fire, were given as the 
United States gunboat Palos, ihe destroyer 
Stewart, and the minesweeper Pizeon, of the 
Yangtse patrol, This is the first time since 
the reéent ks near Hankow that 
United States “warships are reported to have 
been fired on.—(Reuter.)

When you and Mr. Benson were standing 
at the table talking did anybody else come 
to the table? Only for a few moments—a 
man named White. á : 

There were no young fellows? No. 

At about 10 o'clock, Sergeant, did some- 
thing attract your attention? Yes, sir. 

What? I was not sure what attracted my 
attention, but I felt heat behind me, and on 
looking round on the table I saw one roll of 
film ablaze on one side. 

The witness pointed out on a sketch the 
position of the film that was on fire, and said 
that it was one separate film—one towards the 
door, on the table. 

Mr. Power—The one nearest the candle? 

The Sergeant—Yes, nearest the candle. It 
was the side nearest the partition that was on 
fire. 

On that partition, right opposite the film, 
was there a young fellow sitting? No. 

Or standing? No, sir, he could not pos- 
sibly. 

The Witness, answering further questions, 
said that at the time he felt the heat at his 
back he could not say where Forde and 
Downey were.’ He believed that-Downey was 
operating the machine at the moment. The 
place was nearly in darkness except for the 
light of a candle, and the glare of the 
machine might blind a man in such a way 
that he could not see the leads from the 
dynamo, and might lean against them. 


ATTEMPT TO EXTINGUISH THE FLAME. 

Mr. Power—You took your cap to put out 
this film? 

The Sergeant—I took my cap to put out the 
film, sir 

I think you have experience of fires? I 
have been trained as a fireman in the 
Aldershot Command, and know the use of 
manual appliances and blankets. 

Before you reached the film —~—? 
body struck it with his cap, and spread the 
flames into the others. 

Describing what followed, the witness said 
that the people made a stampede for the 
door. He gathered the film from the table, 
and was shoved out of the door and down- 
stairs by the crowd. Mr. Benson and he 
were carried out in the rush. He kicked the 
film down to the last step of the stairs. He 
felt. scorched, but had no burns on his body. 

Mr. Power—Were a number of people com- 
ing down the stairs? : 

The Sergeant—Yes. One fellow was 
caught by the leg. I pulled about 14 off the 
stairs. 

Did you hear shouts that the people were 
ont? Yes; somebody shouted that they were 
all out. I would say the last people had left 
the stairs 20 seconds before the flames burst 
out through the door. Of course the bottom 
of the stairs was on fire. My impression was 
that there/were ro stragglers on the stairs 
coming out. 

You thought the hall was clear, as a matter 
of fact? Yes; at the time I did. 

Downey made an attempt to get through’ 
the flames into the building, said the witness. | 
Everybody was excited. The next thing was 
the removal of the lorry with the dynamo, 
for fear of an explosion. i 

Mr. Power—Did you carry on assisting and

The witness said that the entertainments 
were given by Mr. Hurley, of Charleville, 
and Mr. Forde, and had taken place, he 
would say,-within the last two months. 

Mr. Lavin—Did you warn Mr, Hurley fz 
regard to this hall? f 

The Sergeant—No, I did not, sir. 

Or did you see whether Mr. Hurley had 
water or sand!—I had no reason to doubt 
that he was complying with the law. He was | 
an experienced man as a cinema proprietor. | 

But you never saw him and asked him if 
these precautions were taken by him’?—No, 
I did not. 

Who was the other gentleman that had an 
entertainment there—was there a Mr. O’Gor- 
man?—I don’t remember. 

Or Mr. Haves, from Kilmallock ?—I thought 

they were all Hurleys. 
I put it to vou that these men, when they 
held these six entertainments—you never 
warned them as you warned Mr. Forde?’— 
They did not hold six entertainments, I am 
including the four, ; 


Did vou ever warn them or see that these 
precautions which you suggested to Forde 
should be carried out? 

Mr. Power submitted that this was not 
relevant to the inquiry. 


EXPERIENCED MEN. 

The witness said that the difference between 
the men was that the other men were not 
starting in business but had experience, 
while Forde had not, and he went to Forde in 
his own interest. One of the performances 
was a trial to see if the machine’ was all 
right. | 

Mr. Lavin—Were there people at that? 

The Sergeant—There were, sir. 

Had Forde on the first night taken all the 
precautions you suggested’?—I do not re- 
member seeing a hucket. I did not take 
particular notice. I saw the films on the 
table in a safe position, and I took particular 
care to stand beside them during the whole 
of the night because there was nobody else to 
look after that. 

Did you satisfy yourself that he had a 
bucket of sand or water?—No, I did not. 

Did not vou think it would be right, having 
regard to the warning you had given him, to 
see that he had observed the precautions ’— 
There was very little danger of fire from the 
position explained to me on the first night, 
and the films covered up with a tin box. I 
may add that on that occasion I was on leave 
when I was in the hall. 

You saw that the films on the second night 
were on the table and exposed. Did you 
say anything to the two men in regard to 
that’—I did not. 

To the Coroner—I did not know whether I 
had any power to interfere whatever. 

Mr. Lavin—You have read the Cinema Act 
of 1909? 

The Sergeant—I have. 

And you know the regulations?—Yes, sir. 

Asked if notices had been served on Mr. 
Forde, the witness said that he did not know 
whether notices should be served by law or 
not. He was not the chief police officer. 
Notice could have been served without his 
knowledge. He met Downey, who explained 
to him that he was a man who had about 
eleven years’ experience, ‘* Therefore,” he 
said, “ I had no reason to doubt that he was 
carrying out the performance correctly.” 

Mr. Lavin—The only thing you saw Mr. 
Forde doing was sitting at the table taking 
the money ?° 
The Sergeant—That is all. 

And you saw Mr, Downey operating the 


machine? Yes. 
And you had back to the table where 


the films were when you felt the heat? How 


far was that from the table? About four 
feet from the blazing film to the door. 


ALL MIGHT HAVE ESCAPED, 
Do you not think that everyone might have 


escaped if they simply had pushed through 
the partition at the side of the hall? Yes. 
Mr, Lavins—If that ; on had be

Mr. O’Meara-—-You know that Mr. Downey 
is a resident of Cork, and that he is employed 
there six days of the week, and that it was 
only by leaving Cork on Sunday morning that 
he could reach Drumcollogher in the after- 
noon ? ! 

'The Sergeant— Yes. 

And that Mr. Forde resides in Drum- 
collogher, and that he and the owner are 
the people to be warned? Yes. 

As regards any penalties imposed by the 
Act, do they not refer to the owner or occu- 
pier of the premise?

FIRE-RESISTING PORTMANTEAU. 

Did Mr. Downey tell you that the portman- 
teau containing the films was specially pre- 
pared for carrying films; that it was lined 
with fire-resisting material? 

The reply was inaudible.

The juror—You already swore that they 
were perfectly sober! 

I know 
that Downey took a bottle of stout before the 
show. 

The juror—There is a rumour going around 
that he left the hall, as he was getting thirsty, 
during one reel of the film? 

_The sergeant—I saw Mr. Downey at one 
time leave a boy named Willie Quirke, now 
dead, to turn the handle of the machine for 
a short time, but I do not think that he 
would have time to leave the hall while Quirke 
was at it, because 1 may say that I was taking 
no interest in the picture and noticed all that 
Was going on around.

FILMS SET ON FIRE BY A CANDLE. 


John Brien, of Drumcollogher, one of the 
survivors of the fire, was the next witness. 
He said that he was at the cinematograph 
entertainment, and occupied a seat about 
fifteen or twenty feet from where the films 
lay on the table. 

Mr. Power—Had you seen the candle on 
the table before the accident? 

The witness-~Yes,; sir. 

When the pictures had been on about 
twenty minutes, did you happen to look 
towards the table? I was more or less look- 
ing towards the door, There were no pictures 
on at the time. 

Tell the jury what you saw happen to tie 
candle. I saw the candle fall on the table. 
I delayed a moment or two. 

The Coroner—That was before 
occurred ? 

The Witness—Quite so. I then saw the 
films catch fire immediately the candle fell 
on the table, 

‘The Coroner—You are of opinion that it 
was the falling of the candle that set the 
films on fire? I have no doubt but it was 
the candle, 

Mr. Power—At that time the picture had 
apparently-been finished, and you were wait- 
ing for the new picture? 

Ihe witness-—Yes. 

Before the candle fell, Mr. O’Brien, how 
near were the films to it? I did not know 
the danger.

If they were 
negligent, if they did not take all the pre- 
cautions. that should have been. taken, and 
as a Wt lives were lost, then ‘they. were 
guilty of the crime of manslaughter. There 
was an Act of Parliament settling out fully 
all the precautions to be taken, the ‘Cinemato- 
graph et of 1909. ; : 

r. Power quoted from the Act the section 
dealing with the licensing of a building used 
as cinemas by the. proprietors and people 
carrying on such business, ‘‘ That means,” 
he said, “‘that by holding a show in a build- 
ing of this kind,. not -properly licensed, both 
the owner of the premises and the ople 
carrying on the show are liable to penalties. 
It is provided in the Act that no building 
shall be used for this purpose unless it is pro- 
vided with properly. placed’ exits. This build- 
ing was used by Mr. Forde and Mr. Downey 
to carry on the cinema performance, and the 
very first regulations were-not. complied with 
~namely, to afford ample exit facilities for 
the audience ”’ 

Having. quoted the sections of the Act re- 
garding the use of fire appliances for the 
protection of the building, Mr. Power re- 
perv dere? x: it bean hp renvilbeniate: oversight, 
and it was impossible to understand why in- 
flammable..substappes ~-like . film Y det 
naked and urprotected on: the table beside a 
lighted candle, and’ that. there was-no other 
means of lighting for the hall but a candle.. 
If that had been done there was a breach of 
the statutory duty imposed upon those people, 
and if the jury came to the conclusion that 
the two persons concerned were grossly 
negligent in not taking ordinary precautions, 
and that it was not a mere oversight on their 
FA then there was only one conclusion to 
e come to, and that, was that they had been 

guilty oí manslaughter. 


FORDE'S CHARACTER. 


KNEW NOTHING ABOUT FILM 
BUSINESS. 

Mr. Lavin said that the jury must. know 
all about Forde, who had a blameless 
} character, He was an enterprising ‘man, aud 
when he took up the film business ‘he! knew 
absolutely nothing about it. He placed the 
whole thing in the hands of one whom he 
thought. to be an experienced operator, and 
that was Mr. Downey, 

Dealing with Sergeant Long’s evidence, Mr. 
Lavin said that to his*mind it was an extra- 
ordinary thing «that, while Sergeant Long 
said that he told Forde of the pre- 
cautions. that ought to be taken, he 
did not know on the very first occasion an 
exhibition was given whether the precautions 
were carried out and did not see whether 
there were blankets, sand or water. . Long, 


candles on a table near the films and did not 
object, or tell Forde or Downey the danger 
the people stood in. The jury must take into 
consideration ‘the inexperience of Forde, who 
knew nothing .about it. One would -have 
thought that the sergeant who had such ex- 
perience ‘in. regard -to fires would have told 
Forde the danger that might arise through 
having candles adjacent to the films. 

“He tells you that he did not.. He tells 
you how he felt the heat himself, and how he 
tried to put out the flames. Whether that is 
the proper way is for you to judge. I have 
the greatest confidence that you will deal 
justly with a poor man like Forde, who is 
entirely ignorant and blameless of the whole 
thing. Ho left the whole thing in Downey's 
hands, The performance went off all right on 
the first night. You have four entertainments 
previous to that, and the -sergeant tells you 
that he did not even ask those men to take 
the precautions that he asked Forde to take. 
One would think that he would have done so, 
Is thére any reason to think that a poor man 
like Forde, inexperienced as he is, would have 
known that things were not. right? 

HEROIC ACTS. | 

“ Forde instructs me to say that he ex- 
presses real and deep sympathy and sorrow at 
the terrible horror and catastrophe that 
happened that night. He is in an awful way 
at the whole thing. But here is one 
thing I am glad. to say. J am glad 
to see & silver linmg to the cloud in so 
many acts of heroism that occurred that night. 
Ii would thrill you to see one man in this 
town who rescued his wife and then went into 
that burning furnace to rescue his mother-in- 
law. Would it not make you proud to be 
one of the people of Drumeollogher? That, is 
not an isolated act; it is one of several great 
acts of heroism. That is why I ask you to 
deal justly with Forde, whose hand has been 
burned, whose face has been burned... He 
could do nothing to save the situation. In. 
the crush he was fiung .out and could not 
get back again. i 


DÓWNEY'S PART. 


HOW HE TOOK THE FILMS FROM 
i CORK, : 

Mr. O'Meara said that Downey did not 
seek to escape or dodge any share of the 
blame that might, ba attached to anyone in 
ecnnection with the írightíul holocaust. But 
he (Mr, O’Meara) must, in duty, object to 
the effort deliberately made by Mr. Lavin 
to shift the blame from Forde and put it on 
Downey, who was represented as the buyer 
¢. the film and the proprietor almost of the 
whole show.. Downey was in . Cork, where 
has was emploved as a cinema operator. 
lorde went to Corkand.heard.of Downey us 
a good person to get into touch with, 

ealing with the securing of the hall and 
the bringing down of the apparatus, Mr. 
O'Meara said that it is suggested that pre- 
cautions should have been taken by Downey 
and not by Forde. So far as he could see, 
Downey acted in a very proper manner. On 
the Friday night Downey got a note that the 
performance was to be held. He was to get 
the films in a hurry and to go to Drumcol- 
lagher to show them. He arrived from Cork 
at half-past one o’clock or two o’clock in the 
afternoon. Sunday evening was not the time 
to obtain the things necessary as precautions. 
Tke Cinematograph Act put the duty on the 
owners of the cinema. The Act made no 
refcrence to the operator. 

Owing to the very short time he had 
Downey put the films in a portmanteau which 
was specially prepared and lined with 
asbestos, in order to make it _fire-resistin 
After the first film had been shown he had 
to get another one. He found that the film, 
instead of being in proper order, had got 
mixed up, and it had to be taken out to see 
if he had got the right one. 

Downey ‘swore that he knew nothing about 
the conte ton the table, and in his evidence 
stated that he.asked Sergeant Long to stand 


Although Sergeant Long said that he did not 
remember the conversation there was no 
doubt thaí he did stand near the film. 

Mr, O'Meara submitied-$hat Downey took 
reasonable pretantions, was not guilty. of 
negligence; and was far from being guilty of 
gross Negligence. © 

é SUFFERING. 

He was asked by Downey to express what 
sympathy hé could with the afflicted. Downey 
himself had suffered. acutely, and at the 
fire saved a life at the risk of his own. 
He had lost his position, and he had a wife 
and little child to support. He would be 
known in future as “Downey of Drum- 
collogher,”’ and it would be difficult for him 
to get a job in this country, . 

Mr. Power pointed out that under the Act 
the Guards had no power to stop the perform- 
ance. They could only take legal proceedings. 


THE SUMMING UP.- 


DUTIES OF THE JURY. 

The Coroner. said that, as he had said to 
the jury at the opening of the inquest, their 
first duty was to find the cause of death. In 
this case it was only too obvious. The poor 
victims were simply burned to death. It 


_was also within the jury’s province to inquire 


into the causes that might have led up to 
death. It was not actually necessary for 
them to find anyone guilty one way or 
another. It was not necessary for them to 
blame anybody.

The authorities of 
the Civic Guard have issued instructions to 
the force to make investigation in their

DONEGAL GUARDS’ SPORTS: 


| BISHOP’S CONDEMNATION, 

Dr. MacNeely, Bishop of Raphoe, has 
addressed the following letter to the Secre- 
tury of the Committee of Management of the 
Letterkenny Mental Hospital :— 

“I consider it’ my duty to inform your 
committee that the holding of a public sub- 
scription dance in the mental hospital on 
Sunday, September 5, shocked decent opinion 
in this neighbourhood. It was a daring inno- 
vation, and a source of no little scandal. I 
should be surprised and pained to learn that 
the priests who are members of your com- 
mittee sanctioned the granting of the hospital 
buildings for such a purpose or countenanced 
the affair in any way. 

‘‘Tf need should arise at any future time 
for a protest of this kind I should feel bound 
to ask the priests to sever their connection 
with the Committee of Management.’’ 

The letter referred to a subscription ball, 
which was held in connection with the Done- 
gal Civic Guard’s sports. 

The letter came before the Donegal Mental 
Hospital Committee yesterday, when it ap- 


. peared that, although the Committee granted’ 


the use of the grounds for the sports, it did 
not. sanction the holding of a dance in the 
institution. No sanction was asked for by 
the Sports Committee, and had sanction been 
asked, it was made clear, it would not have 
been granted. The medical superintendent, 
however, was authorised by the Hospital 
Committee to grant any facilities to the 
Guards íor the success of their sports. 
' Father Doherty said that he made it his 
business before the sports to warn the Sports 
Committee ‘that the consequences would be 
serious if drink were taken inside the pre- 
mises. 

Mr. Gallen said that there were queer

MUSSOLINI’S ESCAPE. 
ES te — 
STORY OF A MOTOR CAR. 
From OUg Own CorRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

Gino Lucetti, the Italian who attempted 
to essassinate Signor Mussolini by throwing 
a bomb at the Duce last Saturday, has given 
false information to the police. 

His statement that he only arrived in Rome 
on Saturday morning has been found to be 
false, for it has been discovered that he 
had been in Rome for the past week. 

A young woman has informed the police 
that she observed a motor car, with four 
men, standing near the scene’ of the attempted 
assassination shortly before the arrival of the’ 
Duce. After the would-be assassin had 
alighted and posted himself, the car drove} 


way. 

Lucetti, who is aged 27. years, hails from 
Avenza, Toscana, He lived recently at Mar- 
seilles, and crossed the frontier at ‘Vin 
timille, arriving in Rome on September 2nd. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT AGAIN. 
From Revurter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

There has been a complete change in the 
police authcrities in Rome as a result of the 
Mussolini outrage; even the Director of Police 
is being superseded, 

It is understood that he had been informed 
& long time past that some such attempt was 
being planned, but did not, however, succeed 
in preventing it. 

The police have arrested numerous Socialists 
and Communists, who are known to be friends 
of Lucetti, in an attempt to discover whether 
they had relations with the prisoner. Among 
those in custody is Enrica Malatesta, the 
well-known anarchist, who lately opened an 
électrician’s shop in Rome. Meanwhile it is 
understood that, at the instance of Fascist 
Deputies, an early extraordinary convocation 
of the Chamber is likely, for the adoption of 
legislation reintroducing capital punishment 
for attempts against the life of the head of the 
State, or the head of the Government, and 
against the existing political régime, and 
similar crimes, © 

Lucetti is fairly well educated, and his body 
is conspicuously tattooed, including a huge 
inscription in French on his chest, which 
reads, ‘‘Vive La Morte.” 


MUSSOLINI REPLIES TO M. BRIAND, 
From REUTER 3 CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 
In reply to M. Briand’s telegram con- 


} gratulating him on having escaped assassina- 


tion, Signor Mussolini telegraphed in the 
following terms :—‘‘I thank Your Excellency 
from the bottom of my heart for the 
courteous congratulations which you have 
addressed to me, and which are very agree- 
able to me.” 

The reply is described here as brief, but 
sufficiently cordial. 

There is, naturally. no mention of the 
démarche of the French Chargé d’Affaires in 
Italy, who called on the official secretary of 
Signor Mussolini’s Cabinet, to protest 
against the articles attacking France in the 
Italian Press, since Signor Mussolini’s tele- 
gram merely constitutes an acknowledgment 
of M. Briand’s personal message.

The manner in which France has been taken 
to task after the attempt against Signor 
Mussolini continues to rankle. 

The Jaberté reminds Signor Mussolini that 
Gaul is no longer Roman. 


** Yesterday,”’ says an article in the Journal } 


des Débats, ‘“General Primo de Rivera, in 
the course of an interview, laid claim 
to Tangier. To-day Signor Mussolini 
interpellates the French Government from his 
Roman balcony. These proceedings ‘do not 
tend to render international relations smoother, 
or more ~courteous. Even Wilhelm the 
Second cast his thoughtless utterances in a 
more formal mould.”’ 

The Journal des Debats goes on to remark 
that the present case strongly recalls that of 
Sarajevo. The Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
was assassinated by an Austrian subject, who 
lived for some time in Serbia,.and the Cabinet 
at Vienna wanted to render: Belgrade respon- 
sible, The Italian Government did not 
approve of that action.

R. A. HENDERSON. 

Mr. A: Henderson, in a subsequent speech, 
said that it was quite true that during the 
war there was a welding together of all sec- 
tions of the Empire, but they would be mak- 
ing .a great mistake if they closed their eyes 
to the fact that there were really vital pro- 
blems, such as thev had never faced hefore. 

He believed that never was there a time in 
the history of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations as important as that. containing the 
problems of to-day. It was with a conscious- 
ness of these needs that they were going to 
Australia. It was quite true that they could 
not take any definite decisions, but they could 
influence thought and prepare a way for 
people to find a solution of these new and 
pressing problems. 

He believed that the common sense which 
dominated the minds of the majority of the 
people of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations would help towards the discovery f 
the necessary solutions which, he believed, 
would leave the Commonwealth stronger in 
Imperial unity than it had ever been before, 
The speech was greeted with loud applause 
by the assembled company.

Bishop Cleary and a gathering of Irishmen 
welcomed the Free State delegates. 
In the course of a speech in response, Major 
Bryan Cooper said that their presence there 
was a testimony to the position which Ireland 
had now achieved. He assured his hearers 
that the Irish Parliament was one which vhey 
had every reason to be proud of. He nad 
never known more fair-minded, efficient and 
businesslike men than they had in the House 
in which he had the honour to sit.
